The Sen of Ex-Consul Sherman Elopes With 
ae Pretty English Girl.

London, December 6.~—An entire American 
family here, including household servants 
and all, have fallen into the clutches of the 
Engtish courte on the very singular charge of 
criminal conspiracy.

DEFYING THE WHOLE PROVINCE, 


A Brutal Murderer Protected by Thousands 
of His Coustrymen. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATOH. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, December 5.—The Pro- 

incial Government at Quebec issued «a 
proclamation yesterday which is to be 
placarded throughout the entire Lake Megan- 
tio region, ordering the arrest of anyone pro- 
tecting, harboring or conniving atthe escape 
of Donald Morrison, the penalty being two 
years imprisonment as an accessory after the 


fact. Donald Morrison last June shot and 
killed an ex-United states Deputy Marshal 
named Warren, while resisting arrest. An 
attempt was made to arrestnim by Quebec 
detectives, but the inhabitants ofthe county, 
nearly all of whom are Scotoh, and sworn 
friends of the murderer, gathered round him 
and deciared that the first man who attempted 
an arrest would be shot down, and they pro- 
duced fire arms to show that they meant what 
they said. Morrison became so bold that he 
bought supplies at Sherbrooke, Lake Megan- 
tic, Agnes and other small towns unmolested, 
and he even attended sociubles and dalle 
appearing with a rifle and revolvers strapped 
to bis waist.
